Pension Fund and heaven knows how 
much into the owners’ pockets. 

Only once in the past 11 years has 
the series ended in four games. But 
say it does this year. Who is incon- 
venienced by the Sunday game? The 
players? Hardly. They certainly want 
a day of rest after the first two games.

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Arthur Miller, whose ‘Death of a Salesman’ 


has started a trend, comes up with provocative ideas 


about the medium 


he 600 world-wide dele- 

gates to the loftiest 
literary congress ever 
held in the United 
States were assembling downstairs, 
some months ago, but Arthur Miller, 
international president of the organi- 
zation called P.E.N., was absorbed in 
a discussion of television. Not ordi- 
nary television. He was commenting 
on the extraordinary reaction to the 
telecast of his play “Death of a 
Salesman.” 

“Tt will remain forever a cherished 
treasure,’ The New York Times’ Jack 
Gould rhapsodized. Variety called it 
“a TV masterpiece.” Stark tragedy is 
supposed to be poison in the ratings, 
but CBS’s two-hour production of 
“Salesman” pulled a remarkable audi- 
ence despite the competition of NBC’s 
Bonanza, the most popular show on 
the air, and ABC’s Sunday night mov- 
ie. Miller’s play, awarded the Pulitzer 
Prize in 1949, was seen by nearly 
17,000,000 people, 20 times the number 
who attended 742 performances on 
Broadway. 

“Sure, the big audience pleased and 
surprised me,” Miller said. “Wait a 
minute. Surprised is not the correct 
word. I’ve always felt that TV pro- 
ducers underestimate the intelligence 
of a large percentage of viewers. It’s 
tough to convince them they’re wrong, 
although I must admit I haven’t tried 
very hard. 

“They had spoken to me frequently 
about doing my plays, but they talked 
as though they didn’t believe quality 
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BY STANLEY FRANK 


would appeal to the mass audience, so 
I quickly lost interest. ‘Salesman’ was 
my first theatrical work adapted for 
TV; but years ago one of the net- 
works put on a dramatization of 
‘Focus,’ an early novel I wrote about 
anti-Semitism.” A smile split his Lin- 
colnesque face. “It wasn’t a very good 
novel, so it didn’t make a very good 
play.” 

Miller lit a cigaret and ran a hand 
through his thinning hair. “The thing 
that bugs me about TV is that the 
people who control it have no respect 
for the audience. Whenever I hear a 
producer say ‘they—the public—are 
not capable of appreciating quality, he 
really is referring to himself. 

“It’s a cliché among TV producers 
and advertising guys to deplore the 
low taste of the audience. They pious- 
ly assure you they’d love to put on 
better stuff, but there’s no market 
for it. Nuts. What’s on TV represents 
the tastes of the executives, not the 
audience. Nobody can keep on doing 
something involving so much time and 
effort unless it reflects his interests. 
The networks have a responsibility to 
lead, to develop better shows than the 
awful junk they’ve been giving us. 
They’re using a public facility, the 
air. They have an obligation to those 
of us who want good, meaty programs. 
We buy soap too.” 

He went to the window of his tem- 
porary office at New York University, 
the host to the P.E.N. Congress, and 
looked at Washington Square, the hub 
of Greenwich Village. The continued

park was crowded with students and 
the usual conglomeration of Village 
types. 

“What about his generation?” Miller 
asked, nodding toward his son Robert, 
a tall, lanky boy who was listening 
intently to the interview. Robert, who 
had just finished his freshman year 
at the University of Michigan, had the 
shaggiest mop of hair and the longest 
sideburns this side of the Beatles. “TV 
is losing the college kids,’ Miller went 
on, “just as it has driven away adults 
by catering to the lowest common 
denominator, a semiliterate mentality. 


Preaching democracy 


“Look, I don’t say TV should be 
geared to an intellectual elite. I’m 
just preaching democracy. Let it be a 
medium for everybody—if only for 
three hours a week. That’s all. One 
hour a week on each network devoted 
to creative programming. The execu- 
tives who run the industry would dis- 
cover, to their astonishment, that oc- 
casional productions of quality work 
have wide appeal. 

“Death of a Salesman’ now is 17 
years old. It has been seen all over 
the world—and the audiences were not 
made up entirely of college professors. 
Hell, there aren’t that many in circu- 
lation. I’m damn proud of the play. It 
still has immediacy after 17 years. How 
many other things remain vital that 
long? Mechanical inventions become 
obsolete quickly, but Willy Loman 
still is a universal character. The most 
gratifying thing to me about the re- 
sponse to the program was that it 
proved the existence of a large audi- 
ence for gutsy drama dealing with 
harrowing human problems.” 

(It did indeed. A number of drama 
programs have been scheduled for this 
season and the networks are offering 
top dollar for new plays. “A contrib- 
uting factor to this three-network 


trend in two-hour quality drama was 
the presentation by CBS of ‘Death of a 
Salesman,’ ” The New York Times re- 
ported. “The play received excellent 
notices and also a good rating.”) 

Many critics remarked that “Sales- 
man” had greater emotional impact on 
television than on the stage because 
the cameras enabled the viewer to es- 
tablish closer identification with Willy 
and his wife, played stunningly by Lee 
J. Cobb and Mildred Dunnock, the 
stars of the original stage cast. Did 
Miller agree with that observation? 

He pondered the question for a long 
moment. “No, I’ve got to enter a dis- 
senting vote. What happened, I think, 
is that the play had more impact on 
the critics, who last saw it 17 years 
ago. They’re that much older now and 
the tragedy of Willy, a man in his 60’s, 
has a more personal, poignant meaning 
to them. 

“The play might have seemed more 
powerful on TV because the audience 
is not accustomed to such intensity on 
the home screen. It came as something 
of a shock after a steady diet of pap. 
Raw emotions laid bare are associated 
more with the stage, and even there 
it’s not seen too often.” 

I asked Miller whether the motiva- 
tion of Willy and the other characters 
had been spelled out more explicitly 
in the television version to underscore 
the dramatic conflict. 


Not a word was changed 


“Not a single word was changed 
from the original script,’ he answered. 
“The only difference was that about 
40 minutes were cut from the stage 
play. Actually, all I did was approve 
the cuts made by Alex Segal, the 
director. I was sick in England with. 
hepatitis, and Segal flew over to see 
me in the hospital. We laid out the 
play in one afternoon. I thought Se- 
gal did a great job of capitalizing on 
the strength of the play. Instead of 
changing it for TV, he continued

made the medium fit the play. Anoth- 
er important point is that the force of 
the play was not weakened or com- 
promised for a sponsor’s approval.” 

Miller has had first-hand experience 
with the network and sponsor censor- 
ship that always has plagued. writers 
in broadcasting. His career began in 
radio, where, from 1939 to 1942, he 
turned out dramatic scripts for “The 
U.S. Steel Hour” and “The Cavalcade 
of America.” 

“That’s how I made my living before 
reaching Broadway, and it was a damn 
good living at the time,” he confided. 
“I earned about $10,000 a year without 
too much work. I did eight half-hour 
shows a year, mostly adaptations of 
historical plays and books, within a 
period of two months, giving me all 
the time and money I needed to work 
on my stage plays. The most exciting 
project, though, was the Columbia 
Workshop, a noncommercial, experi- 
mental show that gave writers free 
rein to develop new ideas.” 


Has taste changed? 


Have the tastes of the mass audi- 
ence changed since he last wrote for 
it a quarter-century ago? 

“How can you tell?” he snapped. 
“It stands to reason that the sharp 
rise in the level of education has 
made many more people sensitive to 
what’s happening in our society than 
the networks choose to believe. People 
are not the squares producers think 
they are, but the public is still getting 
the same old trivia. 

“There’s no question that TV is 
more hidebound by censorship and 
taboos than radio was years ago. We 
were permitted a lot more latitude 
then because production costs were 
negligible and there was much less 
emphasis on ratings. In every town 
the audience was spread over a 
dozen stations, but today all attention 
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is concentrated on the three TV net- 
works competing for the advertiser’s 
buck. 

“The terrific costs of TV have stifled 
practically all the originality and crea- 
tivity that once was in the business. 
There are too many hands in every 
show trying to make it ‘safe’ for the 
sponsor. Provocative ideas are re- 
jected because they might lose a 
fraction of a point in the ratings. The 
result is that the industry is under a 
dictatorship of mediocrity. 

“Tf TV is ever going to realize its 
enormous potential, it must be given 
back to the writer. He must be given 
more responsibility for his work. Let 
him take the credit or the blame for 
a show, but let him express himself. 
That’s what this whole thing down- 
stairs is all about.” 

The theme of the P.E.N.—standing 
for poets, playwrights, essayists, edi- 
tors and novelists—Congress was “The 
Writer as Independent Spirit.” More 
than half the delegates were from 
Europe, Asia, Africa and South 
America. 

“In Europe outstanding playwrights 
like Pinter, Beckett and Ionesco write 
for TV all the time,” Miller pointed 
out. “TV there is hospitable to creativ- 
ity, but in this country the medium 
is antagonistic to it. In the early days 
Paddy Chayefsky, William Gibson 
and a lot of other newcomers wrote 
fine TV dramas that were made into 
stage plays and movies, but they’ve 
stopped writing for television because 
it’s a cultural desert. 

“TV can’t play safe indefinitely and 
survive on old movies and formula 
tripe. It must generate fresh, provoca- 
tive ideas by giving new talent a 
chance and, at the same time, keeping 
the old pros interested in expressing 
themselves. It must get away from 
rigid time slots and grant a writer 
the flexibility necessary for honest, 
effective presentation of his work. If 
he needs two hours, don’t put him in 
the strait-jacket of a one-hour format. 
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The great Greek classics took 45 to 60 
minutes. Elizabethan drama took four 
hours. Some modern plays are better 
compressed into a half hour than 
padded out to a full hour. That’s a 
technical detail that can be solved 
with executive imagination and cour- 
age.” 

Miller's voice took on a more re- 
flective tone. “Look, giving writers 
freedom is not an automatic guarantee 
of quality. There are a lot of talented 
people at this meeting, but everything 
they’ve written is not a masterpiece. 
Providing TV with fresh ideas al- 
ways is going to be a headache be- 
cause there are so many hours on 
the schedule. All I’m saying is that 
creative people must be given a chance 
to show what they can do. That’s the 
only way TV ever will be raised above 
the cultural level of the comic strip.” 


He may write for TV 


I asked Miller whether he would 
consider writing original plays for 
television. “Sure, why not?” he an- 
swered. “The pay is very good and it’s 
a matchless medium for reaching 
people. All I want is the assurance 
that my stuff will not be diluted.” 

A woman knocked on the door and 
told Miller another session of the 
Congress would open in 10 minutes. 
“I won't presume to tell you how to 
handle this,” he said to me, “but I 
don’t want to beat anyone over the 
head with a negative approach and 
condemn television as lousy and 
everybody in it as a jerk. I’d like to 
take a positive attitude and say, be- 
cause I really believe it, that television 
can be great. 

“We have the writers and the actors 
for one hour a week of beautiful, 
meaningful television on each net- 
work. That would be enough to lift 
the entire industry out of the rut and 
transform it into an authentic art form 
on a par with the theater and the 
movies.”

[= been a rough couple of days 
for Mother. The temperature at 
Iverson’s Ranch, 16,000 dust-washed 
acres of gully and mustard seed some 
25 miles northwest of Hollywood, 
hovers around 90 degrees. Yesterday 
the crew killed two rattlesnakes and 
a tarantula. Today the bees and the 
red ants have taken over. They buzz 
the portable dressing rooms, the bank 
of chemical toilets, the prop trucks, 
the catering wagon, the 14 head of 
horses, the wranglers, stuntmen, 
script girl, grips, actors, press agents. 
Tt is the last day of location shooting 
of a Virginian script called “Deadeye 
Dick” (to be broadcast Nov. 2), and 
Mother is several pages behind. This 
morning the ingénue took an un- 
scheduled saddle fall and cracked a 
vertebra. The wild heifer got away 
and held up shooting an hour. One of 
the key horses in the chase sequence 
pulled up lame. Then—dammit—it 
began to rain when everybody knows 
it never rains at this time of year in 
California. 

Still, Mother is all aplomb, which 
is not easy for a girl with the dust 
of Iverson’s sifting down over her. She 
doesn’t even need her dainty apple- 
green collapsible stool (the one with 
“Mother” painted on it) or her match- 
ing bull horn. 

“Any rocks up there to give you 
a problem, darlin’?” she is saying. 
“Now, Walter, baby, while we’re here 
we might as well take the posse 
through. I want my camera here... . 
That’s right. You read my mind, love. 
. . . Now, the posse won’t be coming 
through at such a clip. Start out at a 
reasonable speed. .. . That’s it, sweet- 
heart. . . . Now, are we lathering the 
horses in this sequence, sweetie? If 
not, we should be.” 

A prop man appears with an aero- 
sol can of men’s shaving cream and 
begins slapping it on the flanks of 
the horses. “That’s divine, love. OK, 
follow Mother, here we go, kiddies!” 

“Mother” is Ida Lupino, the first 
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and maybe the last of the lady TV 
directors, the daughter of an Eng- 
lish music-hall comedian, who be- 
came an actress because the “family 
tradition” made it obligatory. She was 
brought to Hollywood in 1934 because 
somebody had seen the first reel of 
a little English picture called “Money 
for Speed” and thought she would 
make a good Alice in “Alice in Won- 
derland.” What they didn’t know was 
that in the second reel she turned 
out to be a hellcat. So she became 
instead one of Hollywood’s best young 
dramatic actresses—the poor man’s 
Bette Davis, they called her. 

When her skein ran out, she and 
her second husband, Collier Young, 
began to co-produce a series of hard- 
boiled, low-budget films using a direc- 
tor named Elmer Clifton. When Clif- 
ton became ill midway in the first one, 
“Not Wanted” (1949), Ida took over. 
She was especially good with the 
young, inexperienced actors they used 
in such films as “Outrage” (1950), 
“Hard, Fast and Beautiful” (1951) 
and “The Hitch-Hiker” (1953). Says 
Young: “She is the finest wet nurse 
in the history of young talent.” 

Her efforts ultimately attracted the 
attention of Richard Boone, who also 
liked his direction hard-boiled. “Here 
I am, a little old ex-limey broad,” 
she told him, “who can’t get a job.” 
He gave her a Have Gun, Will 
Travel script by Harry Julian Fink, 
famed for his graphic descriptions of 
physical violence, which included a 
rape, eight murders and a sandstorm. 
“Doll,” Boone told her—he called her 
Doll or Ides or Loopy, “I don’t care 
what you do. Just don’t ask me to 
rehearse.” 

Mother followed orders so faith- 
fully and well that she soon became 
“typecast” as an action director. Not 
that she couldn’t direct comedy—she 
could and did and still does when 
somebody will let her. Producers saw, 
marveled, and began hiring her to take 
care of their worst mayhem. continued 
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Mother Knows Best/ continued 


Although Ida is poor at counting, she 
has done in excess of a hundred shows. 
Does she get a charge out of it? 

“Well, no,” Mother is saying, coyly, 
while taking her ease in her com- 
fortable Brentwood home. “I'd rather 
write a song (she has written 28 of 
them) or a short story.” Still she keeps 
on directing, even when producers call 
her up and tell her, “Ides, baby, I’ve 
got a tender little love story I want 
you to do.” 

“Of course, I know exactly what 
he means, sweetie,” she explains. “He 
means he’s got a runaway horse, two 
shoot-outs and a cattle stampede he 
wants me to handle. So I take the job, 
what else? My old boy and I have 
gotta eat, don’t we?” 


More important than money 


Yet this is the same gal who told 
Jack L. Warner she didn’t want to be 
the new Bette Davis when he offered 
her a seven-year contract in 1946. 
They couldn’t agree on money. “I’ve 
got a husband and a home, and I don’t 
give a damn,” she said. 

Not all producers want her strictly 
for the tough stuff, however. Frank 
Price, The Virginian’s young executive 
producer, says he hired her for her 
ability to handle sentimental stories 
(the story line concerns a teen-age 
girl who gets a crush on James Drury) 
with “great taste.’ Producer Norman 
Macdonnell, long of Gunsmoke, now 
of The Road West, says, “You use Ida 
when you have a story about a woman 
with some dimension, and you really 
want it hard-hitting.” 

Crew members like her. “She di- 
rects,” one of them told me, “like a 
man.” Actors like her because, being 
an actress herself, they think she un- 
derstands their problems. “She has 
the same instinctive quality she had 
as an actress,” says David Janssen, 
with whom she works frequently. 
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“She can just look at a scene and she 
knows. I feel secure in her taste.” 

She does everything the instinc- 
tively feminine way. “I don’t believe 
in wearing the pants,’ Mother says. 
“You don’t tell a man, actors, crews. 
You suggest to them. Let’s try some- 
thing crazy here. That is, if it’s com- 
fortable for you, love. And they wind 
up making old Mother look good. 

“Still, directing keeps you in a 
constant state of first-night nerves. 
Got to make a little feature in five 
days. Will what you shoot today look 
odd in the morning? You may be ter- 
rified but you mustn’t show it on the 
set. Nothing goes according to Hoyle. 
The leading lady’s sick. Reshuffle your 
schedule. The script calls for a sunny 
day so you can’t shoot outdoors, it’s 
raining. The production office has to 
be called. Keep your sense of humor, 
don’t panic. I sometimes wonder how 
anything ever gets on film. 

“And yet, if I don’t work, it’s 
Panic Manor... .” 

But then that’s the way it’s al- 
ways been with Stanley Lupino’s little 
girl Ida. As a child in England, with 
a father who was one of the top 
author-producer-performers of his 
day, a mother who was a stage star, 
and 400 years of family theatrical 
tradition egging her on, she lived in a 
“complete horror” of having to per- 
form, which was often. 

When she went to Hollywood it was 
for the same reason she did everything 
else in the theater—to please the fam- 
ily. Having failed as an Alice-type 
ingénue, and not being quite old 
enough to play Lucrezia Borgia, she 
turned to vamping. In a movie called 
“Search for Beauty,” she and another 
fledgling actress named Ann Sheridan 
danced on table tops in satin pa- 
jamas, hair bleached, eyebrows 
plucked. Miss Sheridan, later to be- 
come famous as the Oomph Girl, told 
her: “Ida, I’m never going to make it. 
And neither are you.”

her to forget the hotcha, let her eye- 
brows grow and try acting. She soon 
became what the critics of the 1940’s 
liked to call “mistress of the neurotic 
portrayal,’ and the darling of the 
“Tough Guy” school of directors. 
Wild Bill Wellman, Raoul Walsh, Fritz 
Lang and Michael Curtiz were a few 
of Mother’s own favorites. “There was 
none of this nonsense,” she re- 
calls. “I mean you got your backside 
in there, baby, and you did it.” 


Mother got rugged parts 


Mother ~-got- parts. to. match—the 
tough, vicious cockney housekeeper 
who slashes Ronald Colman’s canvas 
in “The Light That Failed,” the mur- 
deress who goes insane on the wit- 
ness stand in “They Drive by Night.” 
Humphrey Bogart knew her capabili- 
ties. “I’ll tell you something, baby,” 
he told her when they worked to- 
’ gether in “High Sierra.’ “You're not 
going to take this picture from me!” 
She didn’t. But Bogie had to work 
hard to prevent it. 

All this in the name of what she 
described at the time as “doing what 
I can to justify my ancestors’ faith 
in the ultimate destiny of the the- 
ater.” It was a very big phrase for 
such a little girl and must have 
caused quite a few chuckles around 
Warner Bros. Still Ida kept coming 
on strong. In 1945 she divorced 
Louis Hayward, who swashbuckled on 
the screen but in real life tended more 
toward quiet and reserve; married 
Collier Young, the producer with 
whom she was involved in the series 
of films which got her into directing 
in the first place; shucked him in 
favor of- actor Howard Duff, with 
whom she fought energetically, did a 
quasi-successful TV comedy series (68 
episodes) called Mr. Adams and Eve 
(as an actress), and by whom she 
had her only child, Bridget, now 14. 
After several near-separations she 
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finally told Louella Parsons (in 1957), 
“Howard and I are getting along so 
well it’s almost boring.’ Today she 
supervises the packing of “my old 
boy’s” undershirts for a promotion 
tour for his new series, The Felony 
Squad, as solicitously as any newly- 
wed. : 

Still, Ida is something of a mystery. 
An enormously gifted if reluctant 
actress, she chucked acting for direct- 
ing, and it seems would chuck that if 
anyone gave her half a chance. 
‘Directing takes all your time, all your 
energy. And, love, there are other 
things I want to do,” she says blithely. 
“Like write.” Why doesn’t she do 
them? Mother furrows her brow. “Who 
would pay for this?” she says, with a 
wave toward the swimming pool. 

Given her preference of acting or 
directing, she will generally choose 
directing, red ants and all. Once 
Alfred Hitchcock offered her a partic- 
ularly fat part in one of his lugu- 
brious little thrillers. “I don’t like the 
part,” Mother told him. “But I’d love 
to direct it.” The star’s fee was $5000. 
Ida directed for a mere $1250. 

Still her involvement could not be 
said to be total. Not that she can’t 
get involved. But it is likely to be 
with a new hat. Or a baseball game. 
Or in dreams of music she wishes she 
had time to compose or novels she 
wishes she had time to write. She will 
draw for you a schematic diagram of 
her professional life. In one corner she 
puts her writing talents, in another 
her longing to be the pianist she once 
started out to be, in another her 
brushes with production and direction. 
In the center is acting. 

“Yes, I like to act,’ says Mother 
lackadaisically. “But there are 48 years 
that I'll admit to. And I came here 
when I was 16. Roles that make sense 
for my age are... scarce.” 

She becomes reflective. “I’m glad 
I wasn’t born a raving beauty,” she 
says. “The worst thing is to be a 
glamorpot and have to face the day 
when you’re no longer that.” 
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Big Deal: ABC and CBS have between 
them invested $92.3 million for fea- 
ture-length motion pictures, including 
“Cleopatra” and other recent films. 
ABC paid $5 million for two screen- 
ings of the Burton-Taylor epic, which 
will be shown in 1971, but the larger 
of the two network deals was CBS’s— 
it is spending $52.8 million for rights 
to 63 MGM properties. CBS will broad- 
cast such films as “Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof,” “The Night of the Iguana,” 
“The Yellow Rolls-Royce,” and “North 
by Northwest.” Among the ABC of- 
ferings, bought from 20th Century- 
Fox and Paramount for a total of 
$39.5 million, are “The Longest Day,” 
“Those Magnificent Men in Their 
Flying Machines,” “Shane,” (father 
of Shane), and “The Robe.’ Movies 
on television, it seems, will be getting 
better than ever. 


"New Network?: Daniel H. Overmyer 
and past president of ABC-TV Oliver 
E. Treyz have announced their plans 
to operate their new network in April 
with, they say, 75 affiliates already 
signed. Programming would include a 
daily two-hour news service, Conti- 
nental League football games and a 
Johnny Carson-style talk show em- 
anating from Las Vegas. Overmyer 
and Treyz said they had approached 
Alan King, Bob Newhart and Bob 
Crane (Hogan’s Heroes) to be alter- 
nate hosts of the talk show. Messrs. 
Crane, Newhart and King deny they 
will have anything to do with it. How 
about Tammy Grimes? 


Northern California Edition 


Kennedy Remembered: JFK: The Man 
is the title for a series of 26 hour-long 
documentaries which is virtually a 
sure thing for next season. All three 
networks are interested in the project, 
which will be produced by Peter Law- 
ford’s company, Chrislaw. The profits 
will go to the John Fitzgerald Ken- 
nedy Library, from whose archives 
much of the material for the series 
will come. Pierre Salinger, who will 
be a “special consultant” for the pro- 
grams, describes them as “an effort to 
look at John F. Kennedy without 
tears.” The shows will be narrated by, 
among others, Marlon Brando, Rich- 
ard Burton, Sammy Davis Jr., Burt 
Lancaster, Fredric March, Paul New- 
man, Sir Laurence Olivier and Sidney 
Poitier. Among those who will write 
scripts are Rod Serling, Budd Schul- 
berg and Norman Corwin. 


No Show: For the first time in 15 
years “Amahl and the Night Visitors” 
will not be seen this coming Christ- 
mas. Gian Carlo Menotti, the creator 
of the opera, has not been satisfied 
with the version, taped in 1963, which 
has been shown the last three years. 
Because of the terms of his contract 
with NBC, Mr. Menotti has not been 
able to act, but this past May all 
rights to “Amahl” reverted to him and 
his publishers. Even though the tape 
per se belongs to NBC, Mr. Menotti 
now has the power to stop its being 
broadcast. 


Price of Grinches Up: While on the 
subject of the high cost of entertain- 
ment: CBS paid the record-breaking 
sum of $315,000 for the Dr. Seuss car- 
toon “How the Grinch Stole Christ- 
mas,” to be seen in mid-December.

Dear Ma, 
ust drove back down from 
J Harrah’s Club up at Lake 
Tahoe, Nev. Still on the Jim 
Nabors assignment. Tires held up fine 
but need a new fuel pump now. 
Weather was OK. I sent you and 
Bubber post cards of Danny Thomas, 
Andy Griffith and Liberace for the 
mantelpiece. They all played here 
last month. Hope you like them. 

Dinner cost $8 plus wine, plus $1 tip, 
but the show was free. The mag- 
azine is paying for everything so 
don’t worry. Saw the Jim Nabors 
show (that was the night I got the 
autograph) and he was really good. 

There was this old beetle sitting 
alongside me that had on so many 
rings and bracelets I thought she was 
selling them. Anyhow, she liked to 
drove me crazy before the curtain 
went up. She kept running on—“Oh, 
I’m so nervous I just don’t know what 
to do with myself. I just love Gomer 
Pyle. He’s so sweet and cun—ning.” 
You know how they talk. Anyhow, 
Jim Nabors finally came shuffling on 
wearing his Marine fatigues, and he 
had his old baseball cap on backwards 
and he was walking slue-foot and all. 
I mean he was a mess. Well, that fool 
started singing a song called “She Was 
a T-Bone Talking Woman But She 
Had a Hot-Dog Heart,” and I liked 
‘to died laughing. Most of the comics 
in Hollywood try too hard to be funny 
and they wind up sweating and 
sucking wind but old Jim doesn’t 
even have to try. He’s just naturally 
a funny person. 

Old Forty Bracelets kept grabbing 
my arm and saying, “Isn’t he wonder- 
ful? Isn’t he wonderful?” I had to 
push her away so I could see the 
show.

old sow. Was I in for a surprise! I 
kept looking around for one of those 
Gone with the Wind mansions. But 
no. His house is not even what they 
call modest. It’s teeny; only two and 
a half rooms. He doesn’t even have a 
bed. He opens a couch. But it’s pretty 
nice and he’s got a pool out front and 
everything is air-conditioned. 

He had a nice picture of himself 
when he was about 11 standing in a 
jug band and squinting into the 
Sylacauga, Ala., sun (that’s where he’s 
from), and a barbecue oven big enough 
to roast four hams and a goat. He’d 
latched on to a good barbecue sauce 
and he had so many gallon jars of 
it he’d run out of space to store it. 
Now isn’t that just like something 
Bubber would do?

You remember how Bubber use to 
sound when he talked into a Prince 
Albert tobacco can?

him and that’s all I ever hear out here. 
Even the dishwashers are beginning 
to sound like that and no one really 
means it... . But Jim has to say what 
they tell him. Well after that it im- 
proves a little and then it gets sorry. 
They have Jim singing against Ten- 
nessee Ernie. Sort of butting heads. 
And you know no one can sing 
against that bullfrog. 

I been thinking about this show 
a lot and for a while I thought I’d tell 
the magazine man I’m not going to do 
the article and how Ill just keep 
writing fiction. In fiction you can 


make people do what you want them, 


to do and everything isn’t so commer— 
cial and sad all the time. Then I 
figured if I wrote this maybe Old Jim 
would read it and stop listening at 
these fools that’s telling him to sing 
like Al Jolson and dance like Fred 
Astaire. Maybe a few folks will write 
in and old Jim might straighten out. 
The way I feel, most of the stars out 
here have about as much talent as a 
flea but Jim is loaded but if they’re 
going to make him into somebody else 
he’ll go right down the old rat hole. 

I left the screening and went by 
to see Mr. Richard Linke. He kept 
rushing around the room arranging 
things, emptying ash trays that were 
already emptied and making every- 
thing nice and square, you know like 
the comb and brush were side by side 
exactly.

I figure he could 
be new if they left him alone. But 
right now they’re trying to make 
him do everything and they're spread- 
ing him thinner than the hamburger 
we used to get out at Lonnie’s.

VIETNAM: IS TELEVISION GIVING US THE PICTURE? 


Meanwhile, back in Saigon... 


Where the other war rages among the networks 


Second of Four Parts by Neil Hickey 


Six is the war capital, the 
mottled “pearl of the Orient”; a 
city fashioned by the French for a 
half-million people and now crowded 
with four times that number; a haven 
for profiteers and adventurers, home 
to history’s most active black market, 
and focus, currently, for the world’s 
biggest news story. 

Out of Saigon’s airport, the world’s 
busiest, flows newsfilm aimed at 
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America’s 70,000,000 television sets, 
many of them in the homes of troubled 
parents and wives of the 300,000 mili- 
tary men now in Vietnam. Three 
years ago, fewer than a dozen news- 
men covered the Vietnam war for 
all news media. A recent press list 
showed the names of 400 men and 
women accredited as journalists in 
Vietnam—82 of them employed by the 
three American television networks. 
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This is the “television presence” in 
Vietnam: something new in warfare; 
a kind of Cyclops in the rain forests 
—a one-eyed, adolescent giant whose 
footfall is loud and whose shadow 
is long. 

Television’s coverage of a war, it is 
now apparent, carries the highest 
emotional—if not cerebral—impact of 
any reporting medium. Three men 
here in Saigon—the network bureau 
chiefs—have the responsibility for 
managing this new brand of coverage 
in a new kind of war: 

@ Jack O’Grady, 39, ABC—“We must 
be highly selective about the stories 
we send out of here every day. New 
York can’t look at great quantities of 
film in the short time available to the 
news editors there to decide what 
goes on the air. The competition be- 
tween the networks is fierce here in 
Saigon, and the bureau chiefs are 
always gambling that the other fellow 
doesn’t have a story you’ve missed. 
It’s a game of guts, timing, talent and 
luck.” 

e Peter Herford, 30, CBS—“This is 
the toughest story I’ve ever had 
to handle—geographically, technically 
and humanly. Sending people out on 
combat stories day after day is a tre- 
mendously wearing thing. I’ve known 
most of these guys for years. So you 
sit in Saigon and worry. The greatest 
job we can do is get everybody back 
alive.” 

e@ Ron Steinman, 32, NBC—“It’s a 
constant game of nerves; you try to 
deploy your available forces to the 
best advantage. Each network bureau 
chief has his own set of confidential 
contacts in Saigon who he hopes will 
tip him off to the next big military 
operation or civil demonstration.” 

These are young men, as important 
journalists go. Another, 33-year-old 
Elliot Bernstein, recently succeeded 
O’Grady as head of ABC’s bureau. 
Jack Fern, a well-seasoned news hand 
who preceded Steinman in the NBC 
job, sat in the alfresco, French-style 


La Pagoda café on Saigon’s Tu Do 
Street one summer afternoon, and 
talked to TV Gume about the life of 
television newsmen in Vietnam: 

“Tf you don’t want to go into com- 
bat, there’s nothing wrong with you; 
in fact, it’s probably a sign of high 
intelligence. But if you come to this 
party, you’ve got to dance; you’ve 
got to go into the fighting day after 
day in order to cover this story. When 
I have youngsters in the field and I 
learn there’s been heavy contact, I 
start waiting for the phone to ring to 
see if everybody is OK—and, second- 
arily, if they’ve gotten the battle on 
film and have managed to ship it. 

“Sometimes crew members. crack 
under this,” Fern continued. “I’ve had 
men come to me and say, ‘I can’t go 
out any more. I’m scared.’ That’s when 
I take them off duty and send them 
home. These guys push themselves. 
You can see it happening. Maybe 
some have a need to test themselves. 
Whatever the reason, the fear and 
fatigue eventually catch up with them. 
Sometimes a man’s friend will be 
wounded seriously, or a soldier is 
killed near him; and all the continued

stuff goes out of him, and after that 
he’s no good at this any more.” 

In Saigon the work week is seven 
days and the working day usually ex- 
ceeds 12 hours. Nobody is ever quite 
sure what day it is, and the main con- 
versation topic is always the war. 
“Tye never seen anything like it,” 
says CBS's Bill Stout. “In World War 
II the main subject was women. Here 
it’s the war. You talk about it and 
hash it over all your waking hours.” 

To counteract a peculiar form of 
Asian distemper which afflicts many 
newsmen who remain in Vietnam 
overlong, the networks all have com- 
pulsory “R & R” programs affording 
bureau members regular periods of 
rest and rehabilitation in near-by 
Taipei, Hong Kong, Singapore, Bang- 
kok and Manila. Still, the numbing 
effects of the work load, the long 
hours, the heat, and the general im- 
penetrability and waywardness of 
Vietnamese politics combine to erode 
the professional resources of even the 


best television newsmen. 

Some become cranky, withdrawn, 
and start counting the days until 
their Vietnam tour ends. One of them 
said: “A few weeks ago, I suddenly 
realized I had to get out of here for 
a while, or go nuts. So I went up to 
Hong Kong and just: sat around for a 
few days. Maybe it’s the changeless- 
ness of the story that gets you, the 
feeling that it seems to have no end; 
or perhaps it’s the frustration of 
never being able to get on top of the 
story and stay there.” 

A Saigon bureau chief’s daily 
routine is itself a study in sameness: 
He’s at his office around 8 A.M. and 
poring over the night’s accumulation 
of wire-service dispatches and cables 
from New York. By midmorning he 
and a camera crew have decided what 
local stories need covering in Saigon 
(he has two or three other crews 
searching for battles in the central and 
northern provinces). 

Tips for these stories come in mys- 
terious Oriental ways. At least one 
network has a paid informer in Pre- 
mier Nguyen Cao Ky’s office; but 
more frequently, leads on breaking 
news come from friends and relatives 
of Vietnamese employed by the net- 
works. A typical scene: The telephone 
rings at Bureau X—the bureau chief 
answers, but there’s silence at the 
other end—that’s the signal—he hangs 
up, and 30 seconds later it rings 
again—this time, he motions his Viet- 
namese office manager to respond— 
the man listens, then speaks in rapid, 
polyphonic Vietnamese—he hangs up, 
and says to the bureau chief: “A Bud- 
dhist immolation will take place at 
the Secular Institute at 2 P.M.”—the 
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bureau chief musters a camera crew 
and hurries to cover the story. 

In the afternoons the bureau chief 
frequently telephones his own con- 
tacts among Public Information Of- 
ficers in the armed services, in the 
U.S. Embassy or among the few South 
Vietnamese officials who speak Eng- 
lish. He also assures that film from 
his correspondents in the field is met 
at the Saigon airport and hustled 
aboard the first outgoing plane for the 
United States. 

At 5 P.M. there occurs daily in 
Saigon a military and political brief- 
ing—called by the newsmen, with be- 
mused disrespect, “The Five O’clock 
Follies”—attended by 75 to 100 of the 
Saigon press corps in a small theater 
built for the purpose at the Joint 
United States Public Affairs office. 
The bare bones of the day’s ground, 
air and sea actions—plus a few words 
about the U.S. Embassy’s activities—- 
are handed the correspondents to be 
used as the basis for their own dis- 
patches. An adjectival description of 
American casualties—‘“light,” “mod- 
erate” or “heavy”—is included, but 
without any guidance as to whether 
the description relates to a platoon, a 
battalion, or a brigade. 

Most of the newsmen feel these 
briefings are far too peremptory. “You 
can’t possibly rely on them,” says 
ABC’s Roger Peterson. “I don’t feel 
any animosity to the briefers; they’re 
doing what they’re told, and often 
they’ll level with you if you approach 
them privately.” Says CBS’s Peter 
Herford: “My attitude toward the 
briefings is that any time one of our 
men comes up with a story on his 
own, we give priority to that because 
it will always top the briefing stuff. 
The briefing material is frequently 
fairly old, incomplete and not always 
accurate. Actually they give you leads 
by what they don’t say, and if a cor- 
respondent has the proper cynicism, 
he can figure out what to go after.” 

Herford adds: “I’ve never continued

in my life seen such a profusion of 
Public Information Officers. There’s a 
PIO war going on here. One can’t 
argue with the natural tendency of 
PIO’s to make their particular ser- 
vice look good, and to get as much 
good publicity for it as possible. But 
it’s detracting from their main mission, 
which is to inform the press about 
the military situation. There are too 
many flacks and not enough informa- 
tion officers.” 

After the briefing, the final act in 
the day’s routine is to contact New 
York on a live radio circuit. This oc- 
curs around 7 P.M. in Saigon, which is 
12 hours earlier in New York. The 
newsmen chat with their editors half- 
way around the world, describe film 
footage which is en route, and record 
a few radio spots and TV voice-overs. 
Thus, the day ends around 8 P.M. 

So fiercely competitive are the net- 
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work bureaus in Saigon, however, 
that correspondents and bureau chiefs 
rarely fraternize with the opposition 
in their off hours, fearful of dropping 
some hard-fought-for bit of informa- 
tion about an upcoming military ac- 
tion or political turn. Even within 
bureaus, socializing is in short supply. 

Said one bureau chief: “I’ve created 
a life of my own in Saigon, independ- 
ent of the correspondents’. I can’t let 
myself get too close to them, because 
I have to make tremendous demands 
on them. They’re all ambitious; some 
are better than others. But one of 
these days, one of them will be killed 
or wounded seriously, and if I know 
him too well, my reaction to it might 
be more than I can handle.” 

Most TV crewmen would rather 
cover a jungle battle than a street 
riot in Saigon. Says ABC’s Ron 
Headford: “You have no protection 
while filming a civil demonstration. 
You can get hit from any side.” Two 
NBC newsmen had _ such troubles: 
David Burrington was pushed into a 
police wagon during a riot, and his 
camera smashed; Dean Brelis was 
ordered away from the scene of a 
riot at gun point. 

Another young correspondent says: 
“Td much rather be in the field than 
in Saigon; there’s more truth out 
there. Anyway, I don’t consider myself 
a political expert, and in Saigon you 
have to do stories on the murky and 
mercurial political situation. You’re 
treading on eggs when you try to 
describe it. Ill take a nice simple 
battle any day.” 

Battles are indeed at the hard 
core of television’s Vietnam coverage. 
This fact amuses some of the Saigon 
TV newsmen and angers others. One 
correspondent said: “New York will 
send us a cable saying, ‘Need more 
background stories on political and 
social angles. So we send filmed 
pieces on the inflation in Saigon, on 
the rice harvest, or the black market. 
Then New York cables back: ‘Your 
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piece on inflation excellent. However 
we note that Network X had terrific 
Marine battle near Danang.’ The only 
way you can get a blast from New 
York is to get beaten by the opposi- 
tion on a combat story.” 

Another says: “Battle films have a 
way of becoming clichés. As a result, 
each time you go out, you’ve got to 
get something better and hotter than 
last time to satisfy New York. It’s like 
a narcotics addiction, where you need 
increasingly larger dosages to have an 
effect. It’s too bad, really, because so 
many of these military actions are 
meaningless in the long view. They’re 
just tiny pieces of an immense jig- 
saw puzzle. But we’re caught up in 
this competitive bind, and have con- 
vineed ourselves it’s what the audi- 
ences want to see.” 

The necessity of living like a soldier 
—with all the concomitant dangers, 
discomforts and exposure to disease— 
is a principal cause of all three net- 
works’ difficulty in getting seasoned 
and knowledgeable newsmen in good 
supply to come to Vietnam. A bureau 
chief said: “Let’s be brutally frank: 
There are no long lines forming in 
New York of people volunteering to 
come out here—not correspondents, 
cameramen, soundmen or potential 
bureau chiefs.” 

TV newsmen and technicians, gen- 
erally, are not responding in sufficient 
numbers. Some have attempted to 
stipulate (without success) that if 
they did come, they would not leave 
Saigon to go into combat; others 
simply have refused to come here 
under any circumstances. This vacuum 
has created enormous opportunities 
for the young and ambitious. “Some 
great new talent has been discovered 
here,” says Jack Fern, “and they’re 
bringing honor to broadcasting.” 

But some of the older TV hands 
are fearful that the general lack of 
experience is hurting  television’s 
coverage. “I’m disappointed in the 
over-all quality of the continued 
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The Vietnam War/ continued 


reporting,” says one of them. “New 
York has, on occasion, sent misfits, 
people whose jobs were in jeopardy at 
home, and who were told to volunteer 
to come here—or else. They’re un- 
trained, or undertrained. They’re an 
odd assortment of many nationalities 
—adventurers from all over the 
world.” : 

Says another: “I’m appalled that 
some correspondents are allowed to 
come here for as little as three months. 
They have no interest in Asian affairs. 
They’re here to make a quick name for 
themselves and get out. Two years 
from now I—and a few others like me 
—will still be working in Asia, and 
that gives continuity to the reporting. 


Covering a battle is the simplest thing 
in the world. But to make sense out 
of what you’ve seen, both in the field 
and in Saigon—that’s what these 
young hotshots can’t do.” 

TV’s “young hotshots” and old 
hands alike, however, are among the 
war’s most mobile, courageous and 
resourceful journalists: Out of 400 
accredited newsmen in Vietnam fewer 
than 100 venture regularly into the 
battle zones, and at least half of those 
work for television. 

That’s the way it’s been ever since 
that electronic Cyclops became a war 
correspondent.

This TV season is, among other 
things, the season of nepotism. Once 
upon a time, before there was any 
TV, something called nepotism began 
when medieval prelates showed fa- 
voritism to their nephews. It should 
have died there, but it didn’t. Instead 
it continued to the present day, not 
only with prelates but also with pro- 
ducers—and they favor not only neph- 
ews but also sons and daughters 
and heaven knows what all. This sea- 
son, we have a whole tribe of nepots. 
Last week we had David, son of John, 
Carradine. In this show we have 
Marlo, daughter of Danny, Thomas; 
and in future reviews we will bring 
you Noel, son of Rex, Harrison; and 
Pat, son of John, Wayne. 


Before you get cross about all this, 
however, and say this isn’t American, 
hold on now. You must be fair. For

the fact is there is one very good thing 
about That Girl, and that is—well, 
that girl, Ann Marie (Miss Thomas) 
is not just pretty funny—she is 
very pretty and very funny. She 
looks like Paulette Goddard, which 
is a good way to look to begin with, 
and on top of this she has the most 
engaging smile you’re likely to find. 
And, besides, she has the most charm- 
ing ability to talk fast this side of a 
double-talk artist. Indeed in a scene in 
the first episode in which, for a per- 
fume commercial, she was about to be 
taped—literally, with a piece of 
tape over her mouth—she blurts out 
a story about trying to buy a desk 
(“It’saterrificroll topdesk my father’sal- 
wayswantedonejustlikethatallhiswhole 
lifebutyoureallydon’tcaredoyou?”) 
And, even though the tape stopped 
her, I tell you every man in that TV 
audience did care. 


This same episode also had a very 
funny scene in which her boy friend, 
Don Hollinger (Ted Bessell), seeing 
her tied and taped like that and think- 
ing she is a damsel in distress, comes 
to her rescue and, well, you girls 
know how dense men are. Afterwards, 
though, Ann Marie finally begins to 
see that Don didn’t realize it was a 
commercial and was really her knight 
in shining armor—and, well, you boys 
know how long it takes girls to think 
things through.
